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The main topic ot discussion in last Tuesday’s City Coun¬ 
cil Meeting was the new proposal for the Kersting Court Bul¬ 
letin Board Project. In addition, the Council adopted the out¬ 
side dining ordinance. 

In August of 1995, the Council had asked city staff to pur¬ 
sue bids for a strucUire to be built in Kersting Court for the sole 
purpose of housing a bulletin board. At the January 23rd meet¬ 
ing, two bids were presented to the Council for selection. How¬ 
ever, members of the Department of Parks and Recreation pro¬ 
tested that they could gather volunteers in the community and 
build a structure for less money. In addition there were local 
artists interested in assisting in the design of the structure. 

Doug Berkshire and Manuel De La Torre presented a bid 
for the City Council to review. The structure contained stained 
glass and a lockable glass case for the bulletin board. It also 
includes overhead lighting for viewing at night. 

Berkshire reported that they have acquired sources that 
would donate some materials needed. He also suggested pos¬ 
sibly fund raising the amount to cover the construction costs. 
The group had planned to use volunteers throughout the entire 
construction process. The Creative Arts Group also showed 
great interest in assisting in the decorative part of the structure. 

The community bid came in a little over the lowest con¬ 
tracted bid. The Council seemed in favor of having volun¬ 
teers construct the structure and decided to put a hold on the 
project. This would allow for feedback on the volunteers’ bid. 

The much discussed outside dining ordinance was up for 
a second reading and adoption. The ordinance is designed to 
establish policies and procedures for use of public sidewalks 
for dining purposes. 

In June, the city will then determine the fees charged to 
restaurant owners in exchange for the use of public sidewalks. 
The Council adopted the ordinance as Councilman Gary 
Adams noted, “I would hope that the fees [to be charged to 
the restaurant owners] are reasonable.” 

An important issue raised by Senate Bill 1590 that directly 
relates to the Sierra Madre utility tax came up for discussion. 
A Santa Clara court overturned the Guardino vs. Santa Clara 
decision which then upheld Proposition 62, a measure that 
required voter approval for local city taxes. The California 
Supreme Court had then ruled that the legislature had power 
to determine whether the courts decision should be applied ret¬ 
roactive or perspective. 

This ruling left Sierra Madre with one question. Were the 
taxes adopted in 1986 legal? In an effort to keep those taxes 
legal, a law firm assisted a league of California cities in the same 
situation, to draft a bill. Therefore, Senate Bill 1590 was bom. 
This bill aims at answering ambiguities in the courts decisions. 

Since the initial courts’ decision was made on December 
14,1995, the bill will designate it as the effective date in which 
all taxes adopted prior should remain legal. The drafters of 
the bill asked for support from the City Council in this issue. 
The Council promptly gave its support and each Council 
member will sign a support document. 

Three bids for the replacement of stop signs and related 
pavement markings were presented to the Council. In August 
of 1994 the city was approved $100,000 in Hazard Elimina¬ 
tion Systems Grant funds. The grant will cover the costs of 
replacing stop and yield signs and their respective support 
posts, and to repaint related pavement markings and center 
lines. The grant was designed to improve traffic and pedes¬ 
trian safety. 

The lowest bid came in using less than half of the appro¬ 
priated funds by the firm Signs Plus. The company has had 
many references checked and it looks to be an outstanding 
candidate for the job. Upon hiring, the firm will have 60 days 
to complete the project. 

One concerned citizen asked if the trees around stop signs 
would be trimmed to ease in visibility. The firm would be 
responsible for adjusting the height of the signs as well as 
eliminating what may obstruct the view. 

The City Council then awarded the bid to Signs Plus for 
completion of the project. 

The California Building Standards Code ordinance was up 
for review once again. The Council quickly adopted this or¬ 
dinance which complies with a statewide mandated codes for 
building, mechanical and plumbing codes. The City Council 
will meet again on April 9,6:30 p.m. at City Hall.

On permanent display now at Sierra Madre Elementary 
Schixil are three historic photographs ol schtxil children and 
school buildings from pa.st Sierra Madre school days. Donated 
by the Sierra Madre Historical Preservation SiK-iety, they are 
hanging in the schixil's entrance hall. 

For a number of years these photos had been rolled up and 
stored in the S(x;iety’s archives. When the Memorial Park 
Senior Center was to be retrofitted, the material in a closet at 
the center belonging to the Society was removed. Society 
members Bonnie Garner and Dorothy Hobiak were going 
through the material and found these photographs. It was felt 
that these should not be tucked away from view as they had 
been for so many years, but instead presented to the school. 
The school was very happy to accept them. 

Frank and Ilona Von Dongen, owners of the Sierra Madre’s 
Harlequin Gallery, beautifully framed these pictures at no 
charge, and even came to hang them in the .schixil. Students 
from Mrs. Helen Pontarelli’s sixth grade class. Ryan Bell. Sila 
barr. bncu Nocua. Nicole killoriaandGicg lmlioii. accepted 
the photographs on behalf of the school. The presentation was 
made by Society members Garner, Hobiack and Phyllis 
Chapman. 

Schixil days began in Sierra Madre with a one-nxim schixil 
house donated by town founder Nathaniel Carter and liKated 
at Live Oak (now Orange Grove) and Hermosa. The year was 
1882. The new community’s population was increasing and 
it was evident that the problem of a larger schixil had to be 
addressed. Carter donated two acres at what is today Kersting 
Court and in 1885, with bonds issued to raise $3,(KX), a hand¬ 
some Victorian structure was built. Its bell tower housed the 
historic school bell that is in Kersting Court Uxlay in a spe¬ 
cially-built tower. 

The P.E. street car was brought to Sierra Madre in 1906. 
To make way for the depot which was built in Kersting Court, 
the Victorian schtxil was tom down. The town’s third school, 
a craftsman building, was built at Highland and Auburn Av¬ 
enues and provided the larger schtxil needed with ptipulation 
figures rising. By 1930, and still growing, the present Sierra 
Madre Elementary School was constructed on that same site 
and at a cost of $200,000. By the early 1970's this schtxil was 
closed as unsafe. It did not meet earthquake safety standards 
and was tobe demolished. However, it was decided that the 
school, a wonderful facility, was well-worth saving and made 
earthquake safe. The ctist was $600,000 to meet safety stan¬ 
dards, and the school was then reopened. 

One of the historic photos presented to the schtxil was of 
the Victorian school in Kersting Court with the children pic¬ 
tured. The seeond photo, dated Febmary 15, 1928, is of the 
craftsman school and students, and the third photo is the 
present Sierra Madre Elementary Schtxil, dated 1940 and with 
children present in that year. Some present day Sierra Madre 
residents were identified in the 1928 picture; Henry Greger, 
Jim Heasley, Genelle Paschal Nicholson and Ross Tyree. 
From the 1940 class are Lillias Dowding Eubanks and Carole 
Fisher Watson.

Another objective would be 
for prevention of loss of life, 
injury, property damage and 
the disruption of vital ser¬ 
vices that could result from 
earthquake dame. An emer¬ 
gency disaster plan should be 
in place in order to prepare 
the recovery of and earth¬ 
quake for the city of Sierra 
Madre.

The water resources ele¬ 
ment contains several goals. 
The first objective is to con¬ 
serve the city’s resources and 
possibly maintain a water 
storage facility. In addition to 
maintain a high quality of 
drinking water. Lastly to en¬ 
sure links to growth of the 
water resources.

The remaining three chap¬ 
ters of the draft General Plan 
were presented at last week's 
Planning Commission Meet¬ 
ing. This marked the second 
public hearing for the draft. 

The draft General Plan 
will serve as a guide for de¬ 
velopment and services for 
the city for the next 15 to 20 
years. The current plan is 
from 1973 and is due for 
some changes. The plan is 
divided into four chapters, 
land use as discussed in the 
February 

Planning Commission 
meeting, resource manage¬ 
ment, hazard prevention, and 
community services. 

The Planning Commission 
will be holding a public hear¬ 
ing for property owners con¬ 
cerned about land use 
changes at the Sierra Vista 
Park on March 30th, from 9 
am to 1 pm. 

Resource management is 
comprised of five elements 
that are based on conservation 
measures required by the 
state. Hillside preservation 
regulates development of 
homes on the hillside. Tree 
preservation promotes the 
care for trees and is adminis¬ 
tered through the Department 
of Public Works.

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rials hasn’t been a priority 
because of high start-up costs 
and reduced profits. In fact, 
companies have not been in¬ 
terested in working on these 
problems until a “stick”- 
govemment regulations- 
required them to. As long 
as it costs manufacturers 
more to recycle than to use 
new raw materials to manu¬ 
facture products, most would 
resist doing so, unless re¬ 
wards - the “carrot” - such 
as tax credits, publicity or 
other incentives were avail¬ 
able. Higher expenses and 
lower profits aren’t great 
motivators. Collection, ship¬ 
ping and separation arrange¬ 
ments are just beginning to 
evolve; costs will remain high 
until these arrangements 
grow to permit economies of 
scale. Very few companies 
can afford to pay for research 
to devise new processes to 
break down and then refor¬ 
mulate plastic materials, but 
industry-funded research 
projects are developing use¬ 
ful industrial techniques 
which will be reported here 
another time. 

While initially costly, 
much more development of 
recycling is needed for the 
economic as well as environ¬ 
mental benefits which will 
eventually be realized. It’s 
been estimated that diverting 
50% of California’s waste can 
lead to more than 40,000 new 
jobs in processing recyclables 
and manufacturing recycled- 
content products.

E very day we use all 
sorts of items made of 
plastic-plastic furniture, uush 
cans, food containers,medical 
equipment, phones, toys, con¬ 
struction materials, etc., etc. 
All of these will be “thrown 
away” eventually, that is, 
hauled away to a landfill. 
Relatively few plastic prod¬ 
ucts can be recycled and made 
into new ones. Re-use of plas¬ 
tics would give us savings on 
raw materials, trash hauling 
and landfill costs, as well as 
creating new jobs, but there 
are lots of problems to solve 
before recycling plastics be¬ 
comes the rule, rather than the 
exception. 

One obstacle to wide¬ 
spread recycling of plastics is 
the existence of so many 
kinds of plastics with differ¬ 
ent chemical compositions; 
this complicates their separa¬ 
tion for re-use. Recycling 
hard, “durable” plastics is 
more difficult than some of 
the soft plastics used in soda 
bottles (which are currently 
being recycled). This is 
partly because they are often 
mixed with so much 
nonplastic material and with 
so many different types of 
plastic. Cars, for example, 
contain about 25 kinds of 
plastic. When old cars are 
shredded by auto recyclers, 
the plastic components get 
shredded too, and then they 
can’t be sorted and reused; to 
recover these plastic compo¬ 
nents, they would have to be 
removed from the cars by 
hand, a slower and most 
costly process. Auto recy¬ 
clers and a consortium of the 
Big Three U.S. auto makers 
are studying this problem;

This is the seventh year 
that the Tandy Technology 
Scholars program has made 
awards to teachers and gradu- 
ating seniors at American 
high schools. Currently 
16,094 public and private 
secondary schools have been 
certiHed to participate in the 
awards program. That is al¬ 
most 77 percent of all second¬ 
ary schools in the United 
States. The states with the 
highest percentage of certi¬ 
fied schools are Arizona. 
Delaware, Hawaii, Idaho, In¬ 
diana, Iowa, Nebraska, Texas 
and Wyoming. 

The academic top two per¬ 
cent of graduating seniors are 
eligible to receive certificates 
recognizing their academic 
achievements. There are no 
cash awards in this category. 
This year the Tandy Technol¬ 
ogy Scholars program will 
honor 26,809 meritorious se¬ 
niors. States with the largest 
percentage of schools partici¬ 
pating are Florida, North 
Carolina, New Jersey, Ne¬ 
vada, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina and Texas. Those 
with the greatest percentage 
increase since 199S in

schools nominating their aca¬ 
demic top two percent are 
Minnesota, Montana, New 
York, South Dakota and 
Utah. 

Each school may nomi¬ 
nate a senior who is outstand¬ 
ing in mathematics, science 
or computer science. These 
students receive a certificate 
recognizing them as a Tandy 
Technology Scholar. In addi¬ 
tion, they are eligible to com¬ 
pete for the one hundred 
$1000 scholarships awarded 
annually. This year, one-half 
of all schools in the country 
participated in this area of the 
program. 

States with the most stu¬ 
dent nominees are California, 
Florida. New York, Ohio and 
Texas. Those with the great¬ 
est percentage increase in the 
number of schools nominat¬ 
ing students are Colorado, 
Hawaii, Nevada, Utah and 
Wyoming. The 100 student 
Tandy Prize recipients who 
will receive scholarships rep¬ 
resent schools in 37 states. 

Each certified school also 
may nominate an outstanding 
teacher in mathematics, sci¬ 
ence or computer science. 


These teachers receive a cer¬ 
tificate of recognition and are 
eligible to compete for the 
one hundred $2500 cash 
awards presented annually. 

States with the most 
teacher nominees are Califor¬ 
nia, Florida, Georgia, New 
York and Texas. Those with 
the greatest percentage in¬ 
crease in the number of teach¬ 
ers nominated are Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Washington and Wyoming. 
The 100 teacher Tandy Prize 
recipients who will receive 
cash awards represent 
schools in 37 states.

F^sident Theodore Roosevelt “Discovers” California 


Sierra Madre News ^ Thursday ^ March 28.1996

In this presidential year of 
frenzied campaigning and 
candidates zipping back and 
forth across the country, it 
might be interesting to think 
back to an earlier time and 
just how different it would 
have been with a traveling 
president. 

Over 90 years ago, in 
1903, our 26th President 
Theodore Roosevelt came to 
California for a “swing 
around the circle” of the state 
from May 7th to May 20th. 
He was not a candidate at that 
time, but he had never been to 
California nor had seen the 
Pacific ocean. The trip was 
planned as an opportunity for 
the young president to “dis¬ 
cover” California and to be¬ 
come better known here as he 
made personal appearances. 

Roosevelt became presi¬ 
dent on September 14, 1901 
after William McKinley was 
assassinated. He had been 


named yice President on the 
republican McKinley ticket 
because some wanted to 
“shelve” the popular “Rough 
Rider” hero, particularly New 
York state “Boss” Thomas 
Platt with whom Roosevelt 
had disagreed. He was only 
42 when he succeeded 
McKinley as President and 
the “west” to this champion 
of the strenuous life had been 
his ranch in Dakota Territory. 

He came here by special 
train and his first speech in 
California was made at 
Barstow, on the edge of the 
Mojave Desert, the name of 
which he is reported to have 
mispronounced. During the 
“swing” he made more than 
50 speeches and 10 major 
addresses. Most were infor¬ 
mal talks made from the 
train’s rear platform but those 
who heard hi could go home 
with the feeling that the coun¬ 
try was in good hands. 

yeterans of both the Civil 
War and the Spanish-Ameri- 


can War were often present in 
his audiences and he made a 
point always to call attention to 
them. Civil War veterans were 
in their 60’s and early 70’s. 
Those ftom the Spanish-Ameri¬ 
can War were Roosevelt’s con¬ 
temporaries and to him they 
were all comrades. 

He traveled the length of 
the state by train; automobiles 
were still in their infancy. To 
go from train to hotels or 
speaker’s platforms, he used 
horse-drawn carriages. No 
microphones amplified his 
voice and no radios carried 
his speeches into homes. 
Frock coats and silk hats were 
“musts,” not only for the 
President but also for digni¬ 
taries who traveled with him 
or met him. 

His wife did not accom¬ 
pany him on this trip. Per¬ 
haps it would have been con¬ 
sidered too strenuous for a 
woman in 1903, or Congress 
might have frowned on her 
presence as anunnecessary 


burden for the taxpayer. Of 
course women could not vote 
and were presumed uninter¬ 
ested in politics. They cer¬ 
tainly played an inconspicu¬ 
ous role in his audiences. 

Among those who accom¬ 
panied the President on this 
trip was the Secretary of the 
Navy William Moody and 
when Roosevelt mentioned 
foreign policy he did empha¬ 
size the importance of the 
U.S. having a strong navy. At 
Redlands, California Gover¬ 
nor George C. Pardee joined 
the party and remained until 
the distinguished visitor 
reached the Oregon border. - 

Roosevelt visited a num¬ 
ber of California cities but 
none south of Riverside. 
There he transplanted an or¬ 
ange tree to the courtyard of 
Riverside’s Mission Inn. The 
tree was one of two original 
navel orange trees planted in 
1873 by Eliza Tibbets and 
which culminated into 
California’s multi-million

“I replaced the clutch in my 1981 Toyota 
pickup truck. Now, it grinds gears, 
especially when I stop and try to shift into 
reverse or first gear. I have replaced the 
clutch disc, clutch cover, throwout bearing 
and even the pilot bearing.

There are many possible causes but two 
are more probable. The first and easiest 
way to check is the clutch's hydraulic 
system. There may be too much free play 
or it may be lealdng and not operating 
the throwout bearing properly. Consult 
your repair manual about the freeplay 
adjustment. If the fluid in the clutch 
.reservoir is lov^^u may l)ave.a leak ia 
the master cylinder or slave cylinder. 
Check the hydraulic line for leaks. We 
may have to replace the line. 

The other cause for grinding could be that 
the machine shop ground the flywheel too 
thin. Why don't you bring it in and let us 
look it over?

dollar orange industry. (The 
tree has since died.) 

He made his major ad¬ 
dress at Stanford University 
and later gave the commence¬ 
ment address at Berkeley and 
received an honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws. He de¬ 
clined to review the troops at 
the Monterey Presidio be- 
cau.se it was a Sunday. How¬ 
ever, in San Francisco he re¬ 
viewed a parade and contin¬ 
ued to the Presidio there where 
General Arthur MacArthur, 
father of General Douglas 
MacArthur, was in command. 

Shortly after midnight on 
May 15, the president’s train 
left San Francisco for his trip 
to Yosemite with John Muir. 
At Raymond in Madera 
County the party traveled by 
four horse-drawn stages to 
Wanoma and viewed the gi¬ 
ant sequoias. Another day 
Roosevelt was caught in a 
snowstorm at Glacier Point 
and on the last night camped 
near Bridal Veil Falls with

Muir and two rangers. The 
rest of the party were cozily 
staying in a warm hotel. Dur¬ 
ing the remainder of 
Roosevelt’s administration, 
148 million acres were added 
to the national forests. 23 na¬ 
tional monuments were es¬ 
tablished, and five national 
parks created. 

California’s population in 
1 900 was 1,485,053 with San 
Francisco the largest city. In 
1903 the relative importance 
of San Francisco over Los 
Angeles was pointed up by 
the fact that Roosevelt, on 
this trip, spent 15 hours in Los 
Angeles and nearly two and a 
half days in San Francisco.

Ella’s problems 
do not stop there, but eventu¬ 
ally the happy ending arrives. 

Hart’s music has a great 
deal of variety, from the kind 
of gospel singing that de¬ 
mands a voice which can 
cover everything from a deep 
growl to a high shriek and the 
kind of passion verging on 
possession, to tender lyric 
romance and wistful blues. 
There is even a bit of the tra¬ 
ditional waltz. It is all quite 
loud. The voices are excel¬ 
lent of their type, and the lyr¬ 
ics are serviceable although 
they have the repetition com¬ 
mon to the medium.

Della Miles makes an 
appealing Ella, both as shy 
girl and as secure woman, 
and she sings quite amaz¬ 
ingly. Yvette Carson has a 
sure touch as the elegant but 
ferocious Dahlia, the step¬ 
mother, and Rain Pryor and 
Wanda Houston are her two 
impossible daughters. Chry¬ 
santhemum and Magnolia. 
Ralph Cole, Jr. lights up the 
stage, sometimes literally, as 
Babaloo, author Larry Hart 
himself plays Ella’s father’s 
lawyer, her only support, with 
compassion, and Jimmie Wil¬ 
son is a Prince Jean-Luc ‘to 
die for’. A large, capable and 
integrated cast fills out the mi¬ 
nor roles and the enthusiastic 
dance numbers. There is a 
“home-made” feel to the pro¬ 
duction (“Hey, this would be 
fun. Let’s do this.”) that pro¬ 
vides some irrelevant but very 
funny moments. One hopes to 
see more of the adventures of 
this new endeavor. 

Don’t miss it - but go with 
an open mind - and possibly 
your ear-plugs. And while so¬ 
phisticated children might well 
enjoy it, it is not aimed at them.

Proposition D did not receive unanimous support from the 
members of the Charter Revision Committee. It came on the 
ballot with three members in favor and two opposed. 

Arguments in favor and in opposition to the proposition ap¬ 
pear in the Voters Sample Ballot Pamphlet. 

Proposition D. Shall the A rcadia City Charter be amended 
to treat the City Library as comparable to other city depart¬ 
ments and to accomplish the following: 

• Designate the Librarian as subject to appointment and 
removal by the City Manager. 

• Library employees shall be part of the City classified per- ; 
sonnel system. 

• The library board shall have revised duties to include final 
decision-making authority applicable to all library materials 
available to the public? 

Proposition D adds a sub-section (e) to Charter Section 700 
formalizing the City library as a department of the City gov¬ 
ernment subject to the laws generally applicable to City de¬ 
partments. 

Proposition D amends Charter Section 809 as follows: 

1. The Library Board of Trustees is retained with revised 
powers and duties. A new sub-section (a) provides that the 
Board shall administer final decision making authority with 
regard to the acquisition, use, maintenance, allocation and 
removal of all library materials available to the public. 

2. The acceptance of donations to the library is still within 
the Board’s aud^tVMte^^^^^U^M^>ntractwit ^^ |i^ | 

809(a) (b) and (c). Tlie deleted sections (a) and (b) pertain to ’ 
Board authority to administer and operate the library, estab-, 
lish rules, procedures, and make purchases and contracts re¬ 
garding the library. These functions will be handled as they 
are for other City departments. 

3. Sub-section (c) of Section 809 currently provides that 
the Library Board shall appoint and remove the Librarian, and 
pass upon and approve all proposed appointments and remov¬ 
als by the Librarian. This is deleted. 

Proposition D amends Charter Section Section 901 (Civil 
Service) to retain the Librarian as part of the Unclassified 
Service while deleting all other library employees from this 
status. The effect of these changes is to make the Librarian 
subject to appointment and removal by the City Manager 
comparable to other City Department heads not appointed by 
the City Council and to include all other library employees in 
the classified system giving them civil service status compa-' 
rable to other similarly situated employees of City. 

The main effect of Proposition D is to align the library with 
other City departments in terms of managements, and person¬ 
nel practices while retaining its separation through the Board 
of Tmstees with regard to the role of the library concerning 
library materials that are available to the public. 

Currently the library is treated, in part, as a City department, 
however, the Library Board of Trustees has certain manage¬ 
ment duties, the Librarian works for the Board, and the library 
employees do not have the same civil service status as other 
City employees. Proposition D maintains the Board of Trust¬ 
ees with those specific powers and duties that are unique to 
the library, grants library employees membership in the City’s 
personnel system similar to other employees thereby accord¬ 
ing them appeal rights to the Human Resources Commission 
regarding discipline. The librarian retains disciplinary author¬ 
ity concerning library employees. 

As a Charter City Arcadia is not bound by State legisla¬ 
tion governing the management and organization of libraries. 
Arcadia can determine how the Library is managed and orga¬ 
nized. Proposition D is submitted for this purpose.

This proposition would 
drastically alter the adminis¬ 
tration and operation of the 
Arcadia Public Library. For 
several decades, the Library 
has operated as a quasi-inde¬ 
pendent department within 
City government. Its govern¬ 
ing body is an autonomous 
Board of Trustees (appointed 
by the City Council) and a 
professional City Librarian 
who is appointed by and re¬ 
sponsible to the Board of 
Trustees. This proposed 
Charter amendment would 
remove the governing power 
of the Board of Trustees and 
reduce it to an advisory sta¬ 
tus, ostensibly retaining the 
power to determine book se¬ 
lection. The City Librarian 
would become an “at-will” 
employee appointed by and 
serving at the pleasure of the 
City Manager. 

The original intent of the 
writers of the Charter was to 
have an independent Library 
Board which would ensure 
the freedom and accessibility 
of information and ideas, 
without bias, to the commu¬ 
nity. The primary reason for 
independence is to guard 
against censorship. 

Censorship has been a 
continuing issue over the years 
and has taken different forms 
in different communities. In 
the early 1960’s, Arcadia was 
the scene of a gross attempt at 
censorship by a local religious 
leader and his followers aitd 
fnends. The problem attraced 
nationwide attention. While 
this is the most celebrated 
case in town, the fact is that 
quiet attempts at censorship 
omtinue to this day. 

In the late 1980’s, the city 
of Monterey Park saw cen¬ 
sorship of another form. The 
City (Council eliminated the 
Library Board of Trustees

At the Firefighter’s Asso¬ 
ciations’ second political 
debate, held on Mar. 20, the 
candidates were allowed to 
answer questions from the 
moderator, the audience and 
from each other. Participating 
in this forum were all of the 
candidates except for Ruth 
Gilb, who was out of town. 

When discussing the

In a poll of the candidates 
as to whether they were in 
favor of a public vote on 
S AEC (a ‘no’ meant that they 
felt the Council should de¬ 
cide), the results were:

In terms of the budget. 
Bob Harbicht was in favor of 
attracting business to the City 
to gain tax dollars.

achieved a successful finan¬ 
cial package with Santa Anita 
for Nordstrom and 20 new 
stores. He currently owns 
Faschings Car Wash in 
Arcadia. 

Bob Harbicht discussed 
his qualifications as a former 
City Councilmember, both 
on the Arcadia and Duarte 
City Councils. In addition, he 
has served on the Planning 
Commission. He is currently 
president of his own com¬ 
pany, Harbicht Research, in 
addition to being a longtime 
resident of the City. 

. I Chuck Chivetta comically 
referred to himself as “the 


Candidate Emeritus.” He has 
run no less than 10 times, and 
doesn’t spend money on his 
campaigns. He believes 
strongly in a Council repre¬ 
sentative that relies on knowl¬ 
edge of the City and of gov¬ 
ernment. 

Dennis Lojeski said, “This 
election is about truth and 
honesty.” He discussed his 
current dental practice in the 
community and many years 
of commitment in terms of 
his volunteer work and dedi¬ 
cation. He is seeking re-elec¬ 
tion to the council. 

During this forum, only 
one question was asked by 


the audience, regarding 
avoidance of a financial di¬ 
saster like the one in Orange 
County. The consensus by 
the candidates was that it was 


important to have strong re¬ 
serves and knowledgeable 
investments for the City.

and transferred control of the 
library to the City Council be¬ 
cause, according to present 
Friends’ President Tisa 
Livine, they did not approve 
of the books being purchased 
for the library. The Friends of 
the Library of Monterey Park 
sued the City for illegally 
eliminating the Board of 
Trustees. The trial court sided 
with the Friends as did the 
State Court of Appeal. 

Also of concern, although 
to a lesser degree than the 
censorship issue, is the ten¬ 
dency of City Managers to 
look at libraries as a source of 
revenue. Recently in Paso 
Robles, the City Manager 
asked that the Friends of the 
Library pay rent on their 
bookstore (staffed by volun¬ 
teers with all proceeds used to 
buy new books for the li¬ 
brary). Further, he began 
charging $40 for a “special” 
library card allowing only 
purchasers access to the li¬ 
brary on Sunday afternoons. 

Although Arcadia’s 
present City Manager may 
not devise such fund-raising 
schemes, and he may not try 
to influence the purchase of 
books and materials for the 
Library, his successor might. 
The risks of abuse and inter¬ 
ference are real and make this 
proposed proposition any¬ 
thing but a “routine” charter 
change.

time candidate Chuck 
Chivetta was in favor of go¬ 
ing out to promote business 
for this area, but wasn’t in 
favor of the revitalization 
project. George Fasching 
noted that “Although it was 
an idea under discussion for 
many years, we finally took 
the bull by the horns” when 
he was previously on the 
Council. Bob Harbicht’s po¬ 
sition was “I’ve made no se¬ 
cret that I think Downtown 
2()(X) is a flawed plan.” Gino 
Roncelli agreed, adding that 
“It’s a mistake to allow only 
retail stores.” Vince Foley 
said, “There should be no cry¬ 
ing over spilled milk. We as 
the Council need to take a ^ 
proactive stance to help lhe.se 
businesses.” Mayor Dennis 
Lojeski pointed out that other 
cities have undertaken suc¬ 
cessful redevelopment 
projects as well. 

On the issue of the Santa 
Anita Entertainment Center, 
George Fasching felt that all 
of the studies should be in 
before anyone should make 
up their minds about the 
project. Gino Roncelli said 
that he had purchased a pre¬ 
liminary copy of the EIR, and 
that he felt that “the SAEC is 
wrong for the City.” Vince 
Foley believed that the pro¬ 
posed SAEC would be good 
for the City, underscoring the 
fact that Santa Anita Realty 
would be paying for it.

First, Proposition A is an 
update to a section of the 
Charter dealing with the 
Arcadia Board of Education. 
The proposed revisions will 
bring the Charter into compli¬ 
ance with current state laws. 

Proposition B, described as 
“housekeeping” in nature, also 
revises the Charter to make 
several sections up to date with 
current laws and practices, rec¬ 
ognizing several organiza¬ 
tional changes in the City. 

Proposition C seeks to 
make the City Clerk’s posi¬ 
tion one of appointment, 
rather than election. Because 
of increased responsibility in 
this position, “We need to 
make sure that the City has a 
leader as City Clerk,” stated 
Lojeski. This proposed revi¬ 
sion would not affect the cur¬ 
rent election, but would 
change the City Clerk’s se¬ 
lection process in the future. 

Proposition D would be an 
organizational amendment to 
the City Library. This pro¬ 
posed change is possibly the 
most controversial on the 
municipal ballot. Lojeski 
stressed the idea that “There 
is no power struggle, no cen¬ 
sorship and absolutely no 
smrrkescreen to fool the pub¬ 
lic.” He further stated that this 
item would insure Library 
employees status in the City 
Personnel system, and that 
the Librarian would report to 
the City Manager, as other 
department heads do. 

And finally, the Down¬ 
town 2000 revitalization 
project was discussed.
